Operations 
Attached you will find data pertaining to calls responded to in the month of April 2022.  
Data shows that the Ladue Fire Department responded to 64 EMS calls and 70 Fire 
related calls for a total of 134.  Additionally, you will find a summary report of the Fire 
Marshal. This report reflects inspections performed in the field as well as plan reviews 
conducted at the fire house. However, this report does not reflect code review time nor 
contractor communications. 
 
For the month of April crews completed a total of 425 hours of fire training and 
numerous hours of EMS training. Fire training focused on live burn skills in anticipation 
of performing high risk live burn evolution in May.  
 
Another metric the Fire Department monitors is overlapping calls.  In April, there were 
24 events that overlapped initiating the use of mutual aid or 18% of calls were 
overlapping.  
 
Crews are beginning their yearly commercial building company inspections in which 
crews inspect compliance with the adopted IFC and general fire hazards. Every attempt is 
made to communicate with the business owner prior to inspection. 
 
Public Relations 
Child Safety Seat Installation resumed yielding three installations.  It is expected that this 
will increase to an average of six to ten installations per month. Additionally, crews 
provided standby coverage for a competitive bike race that was held at Tilles Park on 
Saturday April 9th.  Crews provided coverage from 9am till 3pm. 
 
Prairie Burn Standby - On April 15th, crews monitored a controlled burn for #8 
Overbrook Drive. 
 
On April 7th, B-shift participated in a distracted driver program in conjunction with West 
County EMS and Fire.  This demonstration showed the efforts of first responders in 

 



removing trapped individuals after a two-car accident. After victims were extricated, they 
were placed in the ambulance for a short period of time then transferred to Arch Medical 
Helicopter.  Additionally, police assisted in demonstrating a field sobriety test and arrest 
procedures. This program was impactful for approximately 200 high school juniors.  The 
feedback was excellent for this program.  It is the hope of the Fire Department to deliver 
this presentation to all three high schools. 
 
Administration 
In conjunction with daily operational needs, Administration continues to work on process 
improvement opportunities.  The two main areas of focus are; why is the ambulance 
stationed at house #1 and would a quint apparatus benefit the city at house #2. The 
administration continues to evaluate alternative options to deliver better service in a 
fiscally responsible manner. 
 
The ISO review has been set for August 2nd and preparations are well on their way.  This 
complex evaluation of the fire departments operations, water supply, and 
communications requires significant prep with data collection and analysis.  This process 
will continue until the review is completed.
